Report  of  Selectmen 

To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Haverhill. 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  submit  our  report 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1930,  for  your  inspec- 
tion. Upon  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  de- 
tailed statements. 

WOODSVILLE-WELLS  RIVER  BRIDGE 

The  Woodsville-Wells  River  Bridge  case  is  still  un- 
settled. During  the  past  year  we  have  received 
$3,749.21.  We  have  expended  $2,141.75  leaving  a 
balance  of  $1,507.46.  We  have  on  hand1  some  tools  to 
be  sold. 

HIGHWAYS 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  $9,914.83 
which  is  about  $600.  below  the  average  for  the  past 
ten  years. 

STATE  AID  CONSTRUCTION 

At  the  March  meeting  of  1929  there  was  no  money 
raised  for  State  Aid  Construction,  as  there  was  a  bal- 
ance left  over  from  previous  years  due  to  the  flood  of 
1927.  This  year  the  balance  has  been  expended,  and 
the  road  has  been  completed  as  far  as  F.  W.  Richard- 
son's. 

SOUTH  NEWBURY  BRIDGE 

Last  year  at  this  time  our  attention  was  called  to 
the  condition  of  the  South  Newbury  Bridge.  We  had  it 
examined  by  engineers  and  found  it  necessary  to  close 
it  for  repairs.  As  usual  in  such  cases  it  was  found 
to  be  in  much  worse  condition  than  expected.  In  some 
places  the  timber  was  ninety  per  cent  decayed. 

At  the  present  time  we  figure  the  bridge  is  good 
for  thirty  years'  use.  To  give  the  Townspeople  an  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  repair  work  done,  we  will  say  there 
was  94,470  feet  of  new  lumber  used.    The  total  cost  of 


the  job  was  $15,323.81.  This  amount  being  paid  equally 
by  the  two  towns,  Haverhill  and  Newbury. 


FINANCIAL 


During  the  past  year  we  have  increased  our  in- 
debtedness in  the  amount  of  $4,744.40.  The  reason 
for  this  increase  was  the  cost  of  the  South  Newbury 
Bridge  and  several  other  items  for  which  there  was  no 
appropriation. 

Again  this  year  we  have  no  uncollected  taxes.    All 
our  assets  consist  of  real  estate  taxes  bought  by  the 
town  and  amounts  due  from  the  State  and  County.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  offer  herewith  my  twelfth  annual  report  of  the 
Woodsville  High  School  for  the  year  ending  January  24, 
1930. 

The  registration  to  date  has  been  one  hundred 
fifty-nine  pupils,  there  being  eighty-one  boys  and 
seventy-eight  girls.  Eleven  of  these  have  ceased  at- 
tendance, the  causes  being  removal  from  town,  econo- 
mic or  personal  reasons,  and  lack  of  desire  to  carry  on 
the  work.  Grouped  by  classes  there  are  twenty-six 
seniors,  thirty-one  juniors,  thirty-eight  second  year 
pupils,  and  sixty-two  first  year ;  also  two  special  pupils 
in  post-graduate  study.  There  are  eighty-one  names  on 
the  tuition  list,  the  largest  the  school  has  had. 

On  June  20  was  graduated  the  thirty-third  class, 
making  a  total  of  four  hundred  seventy-four  graduates. 
The  class  of  1929  includes  thirty  names,  Winnifred  E. 
Atwood,  Priscilla  A.  Bedell,  M.  Audrey  Brown,  Renato 
A.  Castello,  Laura  G.  Chesney,  Wilma  M.  Clough,  Lois 
S.  Cochran,  Dorothy  A.  Cummings,  Charlotte  E.  Davi- 
son, Harold  M.  Day,  Harold  R.  Derby,  Marion  A.  Down- 
ing, Christopher  C.  Ford,  Everett  W.  Goodwin,  Eliza- 
beth F.  Hartley,  Evelyn  B.  Hayes,  Gerald  F.  Hutchins, 
Wilfred  C.  Lamontagne,  Marguerite  E.  McBride,  Mar- 
jorie  L.  McBride,  Robert  E.  McLaughlin,  Margaret  E. 
Nelson,  William  E.  Osborne,  George  A.  Sault,  Ruth  J. 
Sheldon,  Helen  M.  Smith,  Ruth  Wallace,  Lloyd  L.  Wells. 
Ada  M.  Wright,  Leone  U.  Zambon.  First  place  in 
scholarship  was  taken  by  Ruth  Sheldon,  and  second 
place  by  Harold  Derby.  The  Alumni  Attainment  Medal 
was  awarded  to  Margaret  Nelson,  presentation  being 
made  by  Rev.  Barron  Mclntire  of  the  class  of  1908. 

The  annual  Prize  Speaking  exhibition  took  place  in 
the  school  auditorium  in  two  groups  on  May  17  and 
May  21,  there  being  sixteen  participants.  First  prizes 
were  awarded  to  Lloyd  Stearns,  Clifford  McLure,  Vir- 
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ginia  Keyser  and  Pauline  Kaiser,  and  second  prizes  to 
Arnold  Bone,  Dustin  White,  Shirley  MacLeod,  and 
Gwendolyn  Hood. 

There  are  forty-two  recent  graduates  reported  in 
institutions  of  advanced  study.  In  colleges  are  seven- 
teen, in  normal  schools  seven,  in  nursing  schools  six, 
in  business  schools  seven,  and'  in  special  training  five. 

The  Orchestra  of  twenty-five  players  directed  by 
Perley  Klark,  and  the  Band  of  some  thirty  pieces  led  by 
Larkin  Hosford,  have  both  been  making  very  satisfac- 
tory progress.  Every  pupil,  if  naturally  able,  should 
learn  to  play  some  instrument  this  ability  becomes  a 
valuable  asset  in  later  years. 

Railroad  schedules  are  better  adjusted  and  afford 
a  longer  school  day,  so  that  there  is  much  improvement 
over  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  that  prevailed  last 
year. 

Half  a  score  of  speakers  have  made  formal  ad- 
dresses to  the  pupils  on  character,  culture,  conduct,  col- 
lege, and  citizenship.  Details  of  all  these  matters  ap- 
pear from  time  to  time  in  the  local  newspapers. 

The  interest  of  local  people  in  the  school  activities 
is  gratefully  appreciated.  Substantial  aid  has  been 
rendered  by  transporting  the  ball  teams,  by  offering 
encouragement  to  athletics  of  all  kinds,  by  attendance 
at  lyceum  programs  and  other  public  events  of  the 
year,  by  supporting  the  Cycle,  and  by  visiting  the 
classes  in  session. 

Nearly  all  pupils  from  the  Eighth  Grades  in  this 
vicinity  enter  some  secondary  school.  The  High  School 
has  come  to  be  an  essential  part  of  the  common  school 
system.  A  high  school  education  is  practically  a  re- 
quisite for  intelligent  understanding  and  successful  par- 
ticipation in  the  social,  economic,  and  national  life  of 
the  world  today.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF 
HAVERHILL 


We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Haverhill 
School  Board  submit  the  following  report : 

A  large  amount  of  painting  and  general  repair 
work  being  necessary  at  Haverhill  the  janitor,  H  .S. 
Atkins,  was  hired  by  the  week  at  his  regular  pay  and 
was  kept  busy  all  summer.  The  Talbirt  property  was 
shingled  with  asbestos  and  painted  outside  and  the 
tenants  did  considerable  work  on  the  inside,  the  District 
furnishing  the  materials.  The  balance  of  the  time  was 
spent  in  the  Academy  building  and  although  much  was 
accomplished,  much  still  remains  to  be  done  to  secure 
an  attractive  interior. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Woodsville  School  District,  the 
District  secured  the  loan  of  an  electric  sander  and  the 
desks  at  North  Haverhill  have  been  sanded  and  re- 
varnished  and  made  practically  as  good  as  new.  A  new 
furnace  has  been  installed  at  East  Haverhill  and  there 
is  urgent  need  of  a  new  one  at  Pike  which  will  be  in- 
stalled the  coming  summer. 

Attention  of  the  voters  was  called  by  our  Superin- 
tendent in  his  report  of  last  year  that  the  tax  cost  per 
$1,000.  of  equalized  valuation  for  1927-28  in  Haverhill 
was  the  highest  of  any  district  in  the  State.  This  con- 
dition has  been  a  matter  of  concern  and  serious  con- 
sideration on  the  part  of  your  School  Board.  Quoting 
Mr.  Page,  "The  State  objected  to  helping  support  so 
many  schools  for  the  number  of  pupils  involved."  Our 
problem  seems  to  be  to  make  all  of  our  schools  up  to 
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Schoolhouses

the  capacity  of  a  standard  school  as  recognized1  by  the 
State.  The  only  method  of  accomplishing  this  result 
is  to  discontinue  certain  schools  and  transport  the  pu- 
pils to  some  other  school.  Centralization  has  been 
found  profitable  in  private  business,  and  many  other 
towns  are  finding  that  it  is  a  means  of  saving  in  school 
administration.  As  an  instance  of  what  this  may  mean 
in  our  town  we  quote  figures  from  the  last  Biennial  Re- 
port of  the  State  Board  of  Education  comparing  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  costs  in  certain  towns  with  an 
approximate  number  of  pupils  in  1927-28:

In  this  town  a  considerable  saving  is  possible  by 
decreasing  the  number  of  teachers.  A  step  was  made 
in  this  direction  when  making  plans  for  this  year,  the 
School  Board  voted  to  discontinue  the  Domestic  Arts 
and  Manual  Training  courses  which  in  itself  would 
effect  a  saving  of  at  least  $1,300.00,  on  which  no  state 
aid  is  allowed.  So  much  opposition  to  this  plan  develop- 
ed at  Pike  and  East  Haverhill,  that  it  was  finally  de- 
cided to  continue  the  work  this  year  and  submit  the 
matter  to  the  voters  at  the  next  District  Meeting.  The 
discontinuance  of  these  courses  would  make  available  at 
North  Haverhill  a  room  which  could  easily  be  restored 
to  its  original  use  as  a  school  room  and  the  pupils  trans- 
ported from  Briar  Hill  and  Center  Haverhill,  thus  clos- 
ing two  schools  at  no  extra  cost  for  maintenance  at 
North  Haverhill.  There  are  at  present  eight  teachers 
in  the  lower  end  of  the  town  doing  the  work  that  six 
should  do  in  the  elementary  schools.  The  rearrange- 
ment here  is  not  so  obvious  but  no  doubt  something 
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satisfactory  could  be  worked  out.  The  taxpayers  should 
bear  in  mind  in  the  consideration  of  this  question  that 
we  should  strive  for  an  arrangement  of  our  schools 
that  would  produce  the  maximum  State  AM;  and  thu<? 
a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  tax  cost.  The  School 
Board  hesitates  to  inaugurate  such  a  program  on  its 
own  responsibility.  These  suggestions  are  made  for 
the  consideration  of  the  taxpayers  with  the  belief  that 
it  is  the  only  means  of  producing  an  immediate  reduc- 
tion in  school  taxes. 

The  usual  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  District  is  presented  and  we  also  call  the  voters'  at- 
tention to  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  from  July  1, 
1930  to  June  30,  1931.  The  retiring  member  of  the 
Board  is  Dr.  Fred1  C.  Russell. 

The  School  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  paying  its  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Page  whose 
death  has  just  brought  to  a  close  so  long  a  period  of 
public  service.  His  influence  on  our  schools  has  left  a 
stamp  which  is  bound  to  extend  over  many  future 
years.  His  hopes  and  plans  have  partly  been  realized 
but  never  wholly,  for  the  realization  of  one  achieve- 
ment to  him  meant  only  a  step  in  a  progression  toward 
something  better.  His  interest  was  a  personal  one,  and 
his  efforts  always  untiring.  No  one  served  with  him 
without  soon  learning  that  his  assistance  was  always 
available  for  the  asking  and  usually  given  on  account  of 
his  own  forethought.  He  has  been  our  counsellor  when 
we  needed  advice,  our  source  of  knowledge  when  we 
needed  information,  our  inspiration  when  things  looked 
dark,  and  always  our  friend.  Our  choice  of  a  successor 
to  him  will  be  guided  by  thoughts  of  who  can  best  carry 
on  his  policies.

REPORT  OF  HEADMASTER 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  of  Hav- 
erhill Academy  and  High  School  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1930. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  is  seventy-seven 
distributed  among  the  four  classes  as  follows:  senior 
class,  eighteen;  junior  class  fourteen;  sophomore  class 
seventeen;  freshmen  class  twenty-eight.  The  enroll- 
ment for  last  year  was  83.  There  are  eight  tuition 
pupils  at  present. 

Nineteen  pupils  graduated  in  June:  Emily  Apple- 
bee,  Arden  Atkins,  Howard  Dearborn,  Cora  Drew,  Stan- 
ley Fadtlen,  Paul  Glidden,  Emily  Gregory,  Letitia 
Hardy,  Marguerite  Hardy,  Phillip  Howard,  William 
Keyes,  Helen  Kimball,  Leslie  Kimball,  Irma  Lavoie, 
Roberta  Miller,  Earnestine  Steeves,  Hollis  Steeves, 
Leon  Willoughby,  Gertrude  Wright. 

First  and  second  honors  were  won  by  Arden  At- 
Mns  and  Emily  Gregory  respectively,  the  latter  win- 
ning "The  Scholarship  Loyalty  and  Achievement" 
medal  also.  Six  of  the  nineteen  twenty-nine  graduates 
are  attending  post-secondary  or  special  training 
schools. 
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That  the  scholastic  standard  of  the  school  has 
steadily  been  raised  and  is  now  on  a  high  level  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  recent  graduates  who  have  en- 
tered post-secondary  institutions  creditably  carry  their 
courses.  There  are  at  present  three  attending  the  state 
university  one  of  which  is  in  the  honor  group  of  his 
class. 

The  "Place  Geography"  team  competing  in  the 
state  meet  last  spring  won  first  place. 

The  usual  athletic  activities  have  been  maintained. 
The  girls'  basket  ball  team  of  last  season  and  the  pres- 
ent has  been  one  of  the  best  in  this  section.  Over  forty 
percent  of  the  school  is  represented  on  the  two  squads. 

The  band  and  glee  club  which  were  organized  last 
year  have  continued  their  activities  and  increased  their 
numbers.  The  band  is  now  under  the  direction  of  Per- 
ley  Klark  who  is  also  giving  private  lessons.  An  or- 
chestra has  also  been  organized. 

A  new  extra-curricula  activity  has  been  instituted 
this  year.  This  new  activity,  "Students'  Night,"  will  be 
an  annual  event  on  the  school  calendar.  The  first  en- 
tertainment was  held  Dec.  20th  in  Alumni  Hall.  The 
program  consisted  of  stunts,  short  plays,  music  by  the. 
band,  glee  club  songs  and  readings.  Fifty-seven  mem- 
bers of  the  school  took  active  part  while  all  directly  or 
indirectly  contributed  to  its  success. 

The  average  daily  attendance  has  shown  a  steady 
improvement  over  the  record  of  the  past  two  years. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  program  of 
studies.  The  three-curricula  program  consisting  of  the 
Latin,  English  and  Domestic  Arts  courses  each  have 
certain  basic  subjects  in  common  yet  each  are  suffi- 
ciently different  as  to  allow  of  a  choice.  Parents  are 
urged  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  merits  of  each 
curriculum  in  order  that  they  may  advise  the  entering 
pupils  in  a  wise  choice.  Information  relative  to  the 
courses  will  be  gladly  furnished  anyone  interested. 
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Several  complimentary  notes  have  been  received: 
from  the  state  department  during  the  past  year  re- 
garding the  activities  of  the  school. 

The  advantages  to  be  obtained  at  the  Academy 
compare  favorably  with  any  school  of  its  size  in  the 
state  and  according  to  the  report  of  the  high  school 
agent  exceed  many  of  the  larger  schools. 

The  results  of  recent  standard  intelligence  and 
achievement  tests  which  the  pupils  have  been  taking 
indicate  that  the  average  for  the  school  equals  and  in 
many  cases  exceeds  the  standards  attained  over  the 
country  as  a  whole.
